Ohio Leads Nation As Death 


Chalks Up Record On Holiday 


By The Associated Press 
Mounting returns on the M em or­ 
ial Day weekend death toll 
from 
highway crashes skyrocketed Mon­ 
day to a new all-tim e record for 
the extended holiday. 
Ohio had the dubious honor of 
having recorded the largest num 
ber of killings on the highways 
of any state in the Union. A total 
of 40 traffic deaths were chalk­ 
ed up by the Buckeye State. Cali 
forma was second. 
At least 352 persons died during 
the three-day holiday. This was at 
least five m ore than were killed in 
traffic accidents during the four- 
day M em orial Day holiday of 1950 
when the previous all-tim e record 
of 347 traffic deaths was recorded.

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The Gardner and His Fight With Weeds 
Laff-A-Day 
Fayette County Years Ago 


“I would enjoy gardening if it wasn’t 
for spending so much time fighting the 
darned w eeds.” 
It was an enthusiastic Washington C. H. 
m an speaking this past week, one who 
has become very ardent in his devotion 
to this form of recreation. But he is stick­ 
ing with it and doing a good job both in 
flowers and vegetables, so far. 
Quite probably he is merely echoing 
the thoughts of scores of others who have 
to do a lot of work to get the satisfaction 
that com es with beautiful flowers and 
fine vegetables later. 
According to those who offer plenty ad­ 
vice to gardeners, the last two weeks and 
the imm ediate future days, have been 
and will be the time to get rid of those 
weeds. Many have done so although fre­ 
quently stopped by the many rains in 
recent weeks. 
However, we are told, that a vigorous 
attack on those weeds now will save time, 
energy and a few cusswords later. They 
take possession of the field or garden if 
they do not get attention now. 
Weeds, unfortunately, seem to be much 
better adapted to taking advantage of 
good growing weather than cultivated 
crops. They appear overnight, they add 
inches to their stature in a few hours, 
end soon are several feet tall and ready 
to go to seed. 
So they must be dealt with, and the 
gardener gets at the task as best he may. 
If he has a wheel hoe and the weeds are 
not too big he can make short work of 
a great m any of them. A hand hoe is also 
a good weapon for a man who has the 
m uscles to use it. 
But there are always weeds too close 
to the rows to be handled by either of 
these methods. Therefore it is necessary 
to take hold and pull. 
It is not exactly fun, but to get in the 
spirit of the gam e is to experience a cer­ 
tain savage joy. It is a pleasure to see 
the serried ranks fall and then wilt in 
the sun. It is even a pleasure to yank the 
interlopers out by the roots and pile them 


up to wither and die. And with weeds as 
with other things, the bigger they are the 
harder they fall. 
But the amateur gardener, straighten- 
up to get a kink out of his aching 
back, is likely to wish that he could trade 
places with the farmer as he drives his 
tractor-drawn cultivator down his long 
fields.

Senate Joint Resolution No. 130

This resolution to be effective 
must be passed by two-thirds of 
both houses of Congress and by 
three-fourths of the states.

was 
passed, it is sur­ 
prising that this 
proposed amend 
ment should be 
relatively ignor­ 
ed. 
F o r , 
unless 
some measures 
'are 
taken, the 
United 
Nations 
S o k o l s k y 
could become a legislative body 
for the American 
people. Ac­ 
cording to at least one decision 
of our courts, the Charter of the 
United Nations being a treaty 
and therefore the law of the land, 
actions taken under that treaty 
arc binding upon us. The Brick­ 
er resolution is designed to cor­ 
rect this loophole in our const) 
tutional system 
The first three sections deal 
with problems arising out of the 
existence of the United Nations

and the authority which our own 
C onstitution gives to United Na­ 
tions resolutions: 
“Section I. No treaty or execu­ 
tive agreement .shall be made re­ 
specting the rights of citizens of 
the United States protected by 
this Constitution, or abridging or 
prohibiting 
the free 
exercise 
thereof. 
“Sec. 2 No treaty or execu­ 
tive agreement shall vest in any 
internation 
organization or in 
any foreign power any of the leg­ 
islative, executive, or judicial 
powers vested by this Consti­ 
tution in the Congress, the presi­ 
dent, and in the 
courts of the 
United States, respectively. 
“Sec. 3. No treaty or execu­ 
tive agreement shall alter or a- 
bridge the laws of the United 
States or the Constitution or laws 
of the several states, unless, and 
then only to the extent that. Con­ 
gress shall so provide by act or 
joint resolution." 
Should this amendment to the 
Constitutio.i be 
adopted, each 
measure of the United Nations 
affecting the American people 
would have to be passed, to be 
effective, by the Congress of the 
United States. 
For instance, the United Na­ 
tions is now considering a resolu­ 
tion which Americans regard as 
a limitation upon the freedom of 
the press. Should such a resolu 
lion be passed, as matters now’ 
stand, our courts might hold that 
it is good law. ^having been a 
greed upon within the terms of 
the charter of the United Na­ 
tions, which 
is a 
treaty and 
therefore the law of the land. 
Under the Bricker 
Amend­ 
ment. such an 
United Nations 
resolution would not 
affect A- 
mericans unless passed by Con­ 
gress. And an act of Congress 
cannot contravene the Constitu­ 
tion, as this one obviously would. 
The second phase of this res­ 
olution is of equal importance. 
Steps are constantly boing taken 
by the president and the State 
Department which, 
were they 
treaties, would, under the Con­ 


stitution, have to be ratified by 
the Senate before they can be 
binding upon the United States 
At Teheran and Yalta, for in­ 
stance. actions were taken “ by 
executive agreement” which af 
feet our whole history. We are 
now at war in Korea because of 
Teheran and Yalta 
To discontinus this evasion of 
the Constitution, the Bricker A 
mendment provides: 
“Sec. 4. Executive agreements 
shall not be made in lieu of trea 
ties. 
‘‘Executive agreements shall, 
if not sooner terminated, expire 
automatically one year after the 
end of the term of office for 
which the president making the 
agreement shall have been elect­ 
ed. but the Congress may, at the 
request of any president, extend 
for the duration of the term of 
such president the life of any 
such agreement made or extend­ 
ed during the next 
preceding 
presidential term. 
“The president shall publish 
all executive 
agreements ex 
cept that those which in his judg­ 
ment require secrecy shall be 
submitted to appropriate com 
rn it tees of the Congress in lieu of 
publication,” 
The provisions 
place limita­ 
tions upon the president and the 
State Department. In effect, they 
force upon the president disclo­ 
sure of arrangements he may 
have made in lieu of treaties 
For instance, to this day, we still 
are not altogether cognizant of 
what Messrs. Roosevelt, Church­ 
ill and Stalin agreed to at Teher­ 
an. and Yalta, although the ef­ 
fects of their decisions there are 
becoming altogether too clear for 
our happiness as a people. 
Under the Bricker Amendment. 
even if s e c r e c y w e r e re­ 
quired, an appropriate commit­ 
tee of Congress would be empow ­ 
ered to know the truth - not only 
the chairman of the committee, 
who might be a partisan, but 
the entire committee, including 
the minority.

Diet and Health 
Cause of Disorder 
Is Pituitary Gland 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN 
Growth of a sort can take place 
in an adult if the pituitary gland 
becomes active late in life. 
The organs which control our 
growth and body development 
are certain glands which manu 
l e c t u r e important substances 
called hormones. The glands pour 
these juices into the blood as it 
passes through them, and the 
blood stream carries the hor 
mones to other parts of the body 
One gland that controls growth 
is the pituitary, a sm all pouch in 
the brain. 


Overactive Gland 
If the pituitary is overactive 
and pours out too much of its 
growth hormones while a child is 
still in the growing stage, the 
child generally becomes large 
and oversized. This is the cause 
of many giants and people with 
extra-large builds. 
It is sometimes possible to 
slow' down the pituitary with X 
ray treatment These are some 
times given if a person grows 
too tall, or if overgrowth threat 
ens his health or well-being 
In other cases, an oversecre 
tion of hormones is due to a turn 
or of the pituitary gland, and a 
surgical operation may be neces­ 
sary to correct it. 
The pituitary may also begin to 
oversecrete in an adult, after his 
normal growth period has ended 
This 
results 
in 
an 
abnormal 
growth of the bones, know'r as 
acrom egaly. 
Most bones cannot increase in 
size once their growth is coni 
plete. Certain bones, however, 
such as the jaw bones, nose, eye 
ridges, hands, and feet, do in­ 


crease. The skin also becomes 
thickened and wrinkled. 
A 
person 
may 
first 
notice 
acromegaly when he finds he has 
to take a larger size in gloves and 
shoes. The hands not only grow 
large, but very broad, and appear 
“spade-shaped.” The fingers be 
come blunt and thick, and are 
sometimes called 
“sausage fin 
gers.” The jaw seems larger than 
normal, and the shape of the face 
may change greatly 


X-Ray Only Treatment 
Usually, if this condition occurs 
very late in life, it is too severe 
to treat with any success. X ray 
to the pituitary gland is the only 
treatment known 
There is also a brighter side to 
this disorder. The gland activity 
has been known to increase the 
person’s mental sharpness, so 
that these people are often witty 
and alert in their later years

The people be 
hind the eyes that examined him 
closely, at the airport and on TV, 
m ust have wondered, as I did: 
“ What’s he in for? 
What will 
they do to him ?” 
At 61 and after 37 years in the 
Army he was coming home to run 
for the presidency. He didn’t have 
to. He could have retired on his 
Army pay of $18,500 a year for lite 
or gone back as president of Col­ 
umbia University 
He had more than enough pres­ 
tige. He had a distinguished and 
most secure place in history. And 
he had the overflowing good will 
of his fellow citizens. Many a man 
has been willing to settle for less 
While he was in uniform Eisen­ 
hower had to make some neces­ 
sary statem ents on foreign affairs 
BUT, OPERATING on the theory 
a general should stay out of domes­ 
tic political brawls, he had 
been 
very vague on domestic issues. 
In this way he escaped being 
mussed up. Those days are over. 
In fact, they were over Sunday 
while he was still in the air. Short­ 
ly before Eisenhower landed here, 
Sen. Taft attacked him. 
In a m ajor foreign policy speech 
Taft criticized our air strength and 
said: “There has been a steady 
deterioration in our com parative 
air power, which began while Gen. 
Eisenhower was chief of staff ” 
Newsmen who couldn’t pin Eis­ 
enhower down while he was in 
uniform will meet him again this 
week, but this time as a 
man 
seeking the presidency. And this 
tim e he’ll have to give some an­ 
swers. 
And from now' on his political

SHAMP WILL have aerial pho­ 
tographs taken by a Royal Canad­ 
ian Air Force survey team. On 
these he has plotted the geological 
formations likely to contain prec­ 
ious minerals.

Each pouch — they get the name 
from the resemblance to a stand- 
are United States mail pouch — is 
plainly marked as a “ diplomatic

What goes into the unsightly, can 
vas-covered pouches? Every ounce 
of the 50 pounds in each bag would 
be worth its weight in gold to Joe 
Stalin’s spy-masters in the Krem ­ 
lin . 


Of the 57 tons of last year’s in­ 
bound 
courier-a c c o m p a n i e d 
pouches (93 tons were carried by 
the couriers from Washington to 
United 
States 
foreign 
stations', 
it s a lead-pipe cinch the bags con­ 
tained almost every secret we have 
on almost any given subject. 
Security is the watchword of the 
couriers and once a pouch begins 
its split-second time table trip to 
or from Washington, it’s never out 
of sight or reach of a courier. 
Uncle Sam ’s couriers all but live 
aboard planes, so vital is speed to 
their missions. Dangers is a con­ 
stant companion—but f o r e i g n 
agents give the couriers little or 
no trouble. The two reasons: 
1—Fear of retaliation since for­ 
eign diplomatic couriers—like our 
own—always pass customs and bor- 
dors without pouches being inspect­ 
ed; without couriers being halted 
except for identification. 
2—All material in pouches is cod­ 
ed and would thus be useless to a 
foreign agent without a key to the 
code. 
It is a tough grind and the 25- 
to- 31-year -old age bracket for 
would-be couriers proves it is a 
young man’s game. Exception to 
the rule is 68-year-old Alfred F ra ­ 
zier, who operates out of Paris. 


H L HAS B E E N A courier »ince 
the service started but must quit 
next year because of federal re- 
firemen! laws. Pay is comparative­ 
ly los all things considered—$3,531 
to $5,619 annually. However, there 
is never a shortage of applicants 
and only about a dozen openings 
occur each year. 
Three couriers have died in lin e 
of duty in the past IO years. Haif­ 
a-hundred others seriously wound­ 
ed or injured in riots in trouble- 
torn countries or in transportation 
mishaps. 
"M ore 
tiring 
than

more routine than adventurous,” 
say the world's most important 
mailmen of their jobs.
